Mayor J. Fred Hofmann callec

ing to outline his view on the 
method of • operation 
of

places of business. Dixon's new 
mayor was emphatic in announcin 
his intention to enforce the pro- 
visions of the city liquor ordin- 
ance to the letter in his capacity 
as city liquor commissioner. 


He advised the tavern owners 


to study carefully the ordinance 
in the event that they are not 
thoroughly conversant 
with 
its 


provisions. Sections of the measure 
to which 
he 
called 
particular 


attention included: no minors being 
permitted in taverns, intoxicated 
persons not being permitted; no 
gambling of any kind or device 
being allowed and finally Mayor 
Hofmann warned against "cheat- 
ing:" or remaining open after the 
closing .hours specified 
in the 


ordinance. If necessary, he warned, 
the premises should be cleared be- 
fore the closing hour. 


Higher Licenses Talked 


.Hofmann 
stated 
before 
the 


meeting that licenses may be in- 
creased if violation of the ordin- 
ance occurs and intimated that an 
increase in the city's tavern license 
had been discussed. He also stated 
that he planned to resume issuing 
a black list of which he would 
require strict 
enforcement 
and 


indicated that names to be placed 
on such a list -were now in his 
possession. Sanitary conditions in 
taverns, which in some conditions 
have been reported as being de- 
plorable, were to be cited by the 
liquor commissioner, insisting that 
the conditions be remedied forth- 
with. 


"When I assumed the office of 


mayor of Dixon, I learned that in 
instances where1 a tavern changed 
hands a refund of the license fee 
for the unexpired term had been 
made by the city," Liquor Com- 
missioner Hofmann,., stated. "This 
practice I discontinued upon talcing" 
office and no liquor" license fees 
will be refunded where the owner- 
ship changes hands, and I might 
add, that despite requests, no 
additional 
licenses 
for 
more 


taverns in Dixon will be granted." 


The liquor 
commissioner 
in- 


formed'the tavern owners of his 
desire to enact a new ordinance 
which would punish minors who 
attempt to purchase or purchase 
intoxicating 
liquors 
in 
Dixon 


taverns. The owners were in agree- 
ment with the mayor when he 
suggested the passage of such 
a measure which would provide a 
heavy fine for the violator or his 
or her parents. Mayor Hofmann 
as well as the tavern owners cited 
other Illinois cities which have 
adopted such measures. 


Brazil Sees Total 


Sun Eclipse Today 


Bocaiuva, Brazil, May 20-—(AP) 
-A total eclipse of the sun occur- 


red here today in clear weather, 
which promised success for the 
preparations of a large group of 
American scientists gathered on a 
wooded plateau at 
Bocaiuva to 


witness the phenomenon. 


The eclipse begar about 8.22:36 


a. m.. became total at 9'34:48, re- 
mained in totality, three minutes 
and 48 seconds, and continued in 
partiality until 11:03:36. The times 
(all 
two hours ahead of central 


daylight time) are subject to of- 
ficial confirmation. 


The eclipse was not visible to 


the naked eye, however, at a sim- 
ilar observation station at Araxa. 
27r> miles southwest of Bocaiuva, 
because the sky was cloudy and 
overcast. 


The eclipse was not seen in the 


northern hemisphere.

Listening to an early morning 


radio program the other day, I 
heard the story about an electronic 
device for candling eggs. 


v Maybe you've seen it mentioned 
in some of the farm papers. It's 
been developed at Cornell Uni- 
versity by Dr. Romanoff and I 
suppose It operates on somewhat 
the same principle as some of the 
electric devices they used to test 
the quality of war materials. At 
any rate, it promises to be the 
first' major improvement in egg 
-candling since 
the 
days when 


people held eggs in front of a 
candle flame. 


Today we hold eggs in front of 


an electric light bulb and we can 
see a lot more than 
> you could 


see in front of a candle flame. 
But there's a lot about an egg 
that candling doesn't tell us. It 
doesn't tell us, for instance, how 
well eggs are,going to keep — and 
that's important: 


Keeping Quality Differs 


Several years ago I got a com- 


plaint from a buyer to whom I'd 
sold a car of eggs. "The quality 
isn't uniform," he said. I called 
the produce man who had packed 
the car. He was indignant. 


"I know eggs!" he said. "The 


quality of the eggs in that car 
couldn't have 
been any more 


uniform. I tell you what I want 
you to sell another car for me, and 
I'll go East so I'll be there when it 
arrives. I'll take a look at those 
eggs myself* — and I'll tell you 
whether the quality is • uniform 
or not." 


I sold the car and he went 


' East. And on his way home he 


stopped to see me. 


"I never would have believed 


it," he said, "if I hadn't seen those 
eggs with my own eyes. You 
know, 1 put forty cases in that 
car that I'd candled myself. Every 
egg In those cases was as much 
alike as peas in ' pod, I marked the 
cases, I took them out of the 
car- myself and I candied every 
one of them. I could hardly believe 
they were the same eggs I'd put 
' in. Most of them were still fins. 
But others just hadn't stood up 
—..that's all. It's hard to believe' 
they could lose that much quality 
in a week. But that's what 
Jiappened.V

,% Since'then we've found out that 
some hens lay eggs that keep 
better than eggs laid by other 
hens. But we've never been able 
to tell, by candling, which ones 
they are. Apparently the electric 
rays that Dr. Romanoff uses will 
measure exactly how;, good an egg 
ij today and also how well it will 
keep. 


I don't understand how, because 


I'm a. produce man — not 
a. 


scientist. But if it works, it will 
be wonderful. If we can tell in 
advance which eggs will keep 
.-best,, we can hatch chicks from 
eggs that 
have 
good keeping 


quality. That way we can soon 
build up flocks whose eggs have 
that desirable keeping quality. 


Working out 
the 
commercial 


application of Dr. Romanoff's dis- 
covery is one of the projects that 
might well be financed with the 
money Congress will probably ap- 
propriate for agricultural research. 


Such research is authorized by 


the Flannagan-Hope bill, -passed 
last year. 
Use Can Be Made Of By-Products 


Other projects that would mean 


a great deal to poultry raisers 
would be research on the use of 


by-products. Government labora- 
tories have already done quite a. 
lot of experimenting to find out 
what use can be made of feathers.' 
made material out

feathei-s. I've seen samples of it. 
They haven't quite reached the 
point where it is practical.to pro- 
duce 
it 
commercially, but

probably won't be many years 
until feathers> suits and dresses 
will be on the market. 


When the poultry industry can 


make as complete use of by- 
products as the livestock industry 
does, you'll get more for your 
chickens and. at the same time, 
consumers can buy them for less. 


Feed is the biggest part of 


your cost in producing chickens. 
And protein is the most expensive 
part of the feed. You folks who 
buy protein supplements for your 
poultry and your livestock know 
how much it would mean to you, 
in dollars and cents, if less ex- 
pensive sources of protein could be 
found. 


Money spent for research on 


projects like that would be well 
invested. 


Conservation Works 


On Asparagus Beds 


Lloyd L, Group 
of Franklin 


Grove has the distinction of being 
the first farmer in Lee County to 
apply supporting soil conservation 
practices to asparagus in cooper- 
ation with his Soil Conservation 
district. 


When Group decided to establish 


a 22-acre asparagus bed just south 
of Franklin Grove, he applied for 
assistance from his Soil Conser- 
vation district. Ray Lane of the 
U. S. Soil Conservation Service 
worked with Group in.-developing 
a series of buffer strips of a 
legume-grass 
mixture to retard 


soil movement. 


The asparagus "roots" 
were 


planted in level furrows between 
the'buffer strips. Group is .giving 
serious consideration to developing 
a complete terrace system on his 
asparagus bed sometime in the

Don't Rush Stock to 


New Grass: Experts 


It's ft Wi? temptation to 'turn 


livestock out when warm weather 
and warm 
rains 
have 
turned 


pastures green. But farmers will 
be well'repaid if they \vait until 
the grass is at least 3 to 5 
inches tall. 


Early grass is not very nutriti- 


ous, Jt tastes good and the stock 
like it, but it is wa.tery and cattle 
won't produce much milk or beef 
from it. Any grazing which re- 
duces the growth above the ground 
will be reflected later in a re- 
duction in quantity of pasture 
grass. Many pastures, especially 
bluegrass. are greatly increased in 
value if livestock is kept off until 
the grass is sufficiently tall. ,

Franklin Farmer Builds Own Terrace 


In an effort to hold more moisture on gently sloping land and to 


retain that part of the top soil which has not already been lost in 
erosion, Arthur Miller, route 1 Franklin GroVe, recently terraced the 
field, using only' his own equipment, with-the aid of W. W. .Briggs, 
district conservationist, and Norman Specht, surveyor. 
" 


Using-only his tractor and plow. Miller built, a terrace 35 feet " 


wide on'the side of the sloping field which he is confident will succeed- 
where contouring failed. Contour farming did not succeed, he says, 
because fhe slopes in this case were too long. 
' 


; , After Briggs and; Specht had staked out a level line across the. 


slope, Miller cut the "inside" line of "his 35-foot terrace, followed that 
by cutting the "outside'.', or-down-hill, edge of the terrace. Then 
followed repeated trips,'moving the soil toxvard the down-hill edge, 
building up the level. Twenty five to 30 rounds later; Miller's terrace 
was built on a field which will be planted in corn this year. 
-, 


He is confident terracing- will solve his problem, and Briggs, who 


describes terracing-• as "like putting eave troughs on a hillside", says 
that terracing is the best method know to hold water on a hillside, 


Miller, who has operated the farm', owned by his father-in-law, 


J. E. Wojf, for the past-three years, is a .firm believer in all conserva- 
tion practices, and has been since Re Carrie here from Alabama, where 
he fanned previously. 
He decided to'-try it here after seeing • the 


success with which such methods met in the south, where, incidentally, 
the practice'of terracing started.'

Briggs cautibndd, in discussing the procedure, that terraces should 


never be laid out by guess-work, "Always use a surveyor's level", 
he advised, to be sure of the proper level through the terrace line. 


Miller's terrace will drain what .water is not held'on the field off 


to a grassy, outlet, which'will carry it off the field.
